THE  ROUSH  FAMILY 


The  founder  of  the  line  of  the  Roush  family  in  America  in  which 

j 

we  are  interested  was  Casper  Roush,  a  native  of  the  Palatinate  of 
the  Rhine  and  a  soldier  who  fought  for  the  British  in  the  Expedi¬ 
tion  to  Canada  during  Queen  Anne’s  War  in  1713. 

The  earliest  information  found  regarding  him  is  contained  in 
“A  Book  of  Names  of  the  Early  Palatines  and  the  First  Set¬ 
tlers  in  the  Mohawk  Valley/’  compiled  by  L.  D.  MacWetley. 
Here  his  name  occurs  as  a  member  of  the  party  who  were  driven 
from  their  homes  on  the  Rhine  in  1709.  This  book  is  a  reprint  of 
three  documents  containing  valuable  information  regarding  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Rhineland,  who,  being  Protestants,  were  so  per¬ 
secuted  by  Louis  XIV  of  France  that  they  welcomed  the  opportu¬ 
nity  afforded  by  Queen  Anne  of  England  to  go  to  the  new  world. 

One  of  the  reprints  is  of  a  pamphlet  published  in  London  in 
1709,  now  in  the  possession  of  Augustana  College,  Rock  Island, 
Illinois,  which  contains  a  letter  signed  by  the  Palatines  and  sets 
forth  their  state  at  that  time,  soon  after  the  revocation  of  the 
Edict  of  Nantes. 

“We,  the  poor,  distressed  Palatines,  whose  utter  ruin  was  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  merciless  Cruelty  of  a  Bloody  Enemy,  the  French, 
whose  prevailing  Power  some  years  past,  like  a  torrent  rushed  into 
our  Country  and  overwhelmed  us  at  once;  and  not  being  content 
with  Money  and  Food  necessary  for  their  Occasions,  not  only 
dispossessed  us  of  all  Support,  but  inhumanly  burned  our  Houses 
to  the  Ground,  where  being  deprived  of  all  Shelter,  we  were  turned 
into  the  open  Fields,  and  there  driven  with  our  Families  to  seek 
what  shelter  we  could  find,  being  obliged  to  make  the  cold  Earth 
our  Lodgings  and  the  Clouds  our  Covering. 

“In  this  deplorable  Condition  we  made  our  Humble  Suppli¬ 
cations  and  Cries  to  Almighty  God,  Who  has  promised  to  relieve 
them  that  put  their  Trust  in  Him,  Whose  Goodness  we  have 
largely  experienced,  in  disposing  the  Hearts  of  Pious  Princes  to  a 
Christian  Compassion  and  Charity  towards  us  in  this  miserable 
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condition,  who  by  their  Royal  Bounties  and  large  Donations,  and 
the  exemplary  kindness  of  well-disposed  Nobility,  Gentry  and 
others,  We  and  our  children  have  been  preserved  from  perishing, 
especially  since  our  arrival  in  this  happy  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain,  which  not  only  like  the  Land  of  Canaan,  abounds  with  all 
things  necessary  for  human  life,  but  also  with  a  Religious  People, 
who  as  freely  give  to  the  Distressed  for  Christ’s  sake  as  it  was 
given  to  them  by  the  Almighty  Donor  of  all  they  enjoy.  Blessed 
Land  and  Happy  People!  Governed  by  the  Nursing  Mother  of 
Europe,  and  the  best  of  Queens!  Whose  unbounded  Mercy  and 
Charity  has  received  us  despicable  strangers  from  afar  off  into 
Her  own  dominions,  where  we  found  a  supply  of  all  things  neces¬ 
sary  for  our  present  Subsistance;  for  which  we  bless  and  praise 
Almighty  God,  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty,  and  all  her 
good  subjects,  from  those  of  the  Highest  Degree  to  those  of  the 
meanest  capacity;  and  do  sincerely  and  faithfully  promise,  to  all 
our  utmost  Powers,  for  the  future  to  render  ourselves  thankful  to 
God  and  serviceable  to  Her  Majesty  and  all  Her  Good  Subjects 
in  whatever  way  Her  Goodness  is  pleased  to  dispose  of  Us;  and 
in  the  meantime  be  constant  in  our  Pravers  that  God  would  return 
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the  charity  of  well-disposed  people  a  thousand  fold  to  their  own 
bosoms,  which  is  all  the  requittal  that  can  at  present  be  made  by 
us  poor,  distressed  Protestants. 

(Signed)  The  Palatines.” 

Another  reprint  of  historical  value  in  the  same  volume  is  of 
the  Simmindinger  Register,  the  original  of  which  is  now  in  the 
New  York  Public  Library.  This  Register,  prepared  in  1717,  sets 
forth  in  a  preface  the  reason  for  its  having  been  written: 

“A  True  and  Authentic  Account  of  Persons  Still  Living,  by- 
God’s  Grace,  Who  in  the  Year  1709,  Under  the  Wonderful  Provi¬ 
dences  of  the  Lord,  Journeyed  from  Germany  to  America  or  the 
New  World,  there  to  seek  their  Piece  of  Bread  at  various  places. 

“Reported  with  Joy  to  all  Admirers,  especially  to  their  Families 
and  Close  Friends,  by  Ulrich  Simmindinger,  a  North  American, 
Seven  Years  in  the  Province  of  New  York,  but  now  returned  to 
his  native  city,  Reutlingen.” 
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The  record  states  that  the  group  received  money  and  transporta¬ 
tion  through  the  generosity  of  Queen  Anne  of  England,  and  went 
by  way  of  Holland  to  England,  where  they  were  delayed  until 
January  1,  1710.  Then  they  set  sail  to  America  in  a  fleet  of  ten 
small  ships,  in  one  of  which  was  Robert  Hunter,  the  newly  ap¬ 
pointed  governor  of  the  Province  of  New  York.  The  voyage  lasted 
twenty-six  weeks,  and  in  the  summer  of  1710  the  colonists  settled 
in  villages  on  both  sides  of  the  Hudson  River  not  far  from  its 
mouth. 

The  author  of  the  Register,  Ulrich  Simmindinger,  writes,  “In 
the  year  1709,  when  in  consequence  of  the  most  golden  promises 
of  the  English  letters,  many  families  departed  from  the  Palatinate, 
.  .  .  down  the  Rhine  to  England,  in  order  to  embark  there  for 
Pennsylvania,  which  land  Queen  Anne  of  Great  Britain  had 
granted  sundry  privileges,  ...  I  resolved  to  go  to  England,  with 
God's  will,  with  the  intention  of  enjoying  a  better  living  perhaps, 
by  the  grace  of  the  Queen,  and  so  in  the  year  mentioned  and  on 
the  31  of  July,  I  set  out  on  my  journey  in  the  name  of  God.  .  .  . 
After  the  landing  and  fortunate  voyage,  and  since  we  are  all  in 
duty  bound  to  live  upon  the  grace  of  the  Queen  and  under  her 
Services,  we  camped  for  a  time  near  the  City  of  New  York  until 
away  from  there  we  began  to  erect  cabins  which  everyone  fash¬ 
ioned  according  to  his  own  invention  and  architecture. 

“During  this  time,  because  it  was  planned  to  seize  Canada  or 
New  France,  which  had  been  discovered  and  occupied  by  the 
French  in  the  year  1504,  .  .  .  equipment,  bread  and  other  neces¬ 
sities  of  life  were  provided  us,  but  this  Expedition  did  not  succeed 
as  expected.  .  .  .  Thereupon  each  one  received  his  freedom  to  the 
extent  that  he  might  seek  his  own  piece  of  bread  in  his  own  way 
within  the  Province  until  the  Queen  should  again  need  our 
services. 

“These  are  they  who  are  left  of  my  traveling  companions  to 
America  and  who  are  still  alive.”  (1717) 

7 hen  follows  the  list  of  his  companions  and  the  camp  or  settle¬ 
ment  along  the  Hudson  in  which  each  lived.  In  this  list  we  find 
the  name  of  Casper  Rausch  (later  spelled  Roush),  who,  with  his 

wife  and  four  children,  was  living  at  Havesburv,  New  York.

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In  tiiis  same  volume  is  included  a  copy  of  Governor  Hunter's 
Ration  Lists,  June,  1710,  to  September,  1714,  now  in  the  Records 
in  the  British  Museum,  London,  and  in  it  is  found  the  name  of 
Casper  Roush,  a  soldier  in  the  Canadian  Expedition,  1711,  and  the 
head  of  a  family  then  at  East  Camp,  New  York. 

After  their  service  in  the  Canadian  Expedition  had  been 
completed,  the  Palatines  did  not  End  living  conditions  in  the 
Province  of  New  York  to  their  liking,  and  having  heard  of  the 
fair  dealing  of  William  Penn  and  the  religious  liberty  accorded  to 
those  living  in  his  domain,  many  came  to  Pennsylvania  to  make 
their  homes. 

From  Dr.  George  Moyer  of  Freeburg,  Pennsylvania,  who 
through  his  mother  is  a  descendant  of  Casper  Roush,  it  was 
learned  that  Casper  Roush,  with  his  family,  settled  in  what  wras 
known  in  colonial  times  as  Penn’s  Township,  Northumberland 
County,  now  Snyder  County,  and  owned  about  304  acres  along 
the  ridge  one  mile  north  of  where  Freeburg  now  stands.  He  was 
buried  in  Old  Zion’s  Church  Burving  Ground  near  his  farm.

Casper  Roush’s  son,  known  as  George,  Casper,  or  George 
Casper,  remained  in  that  locality  as  is  shown  in  the  record  con¬ 
tained  in  “The  History  of  Freeburg  Charge,”  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Wam- 
pole.  The  following  is  quoted  from  p.  3  of  the  above  mentioned 
booklet: 

“Inasmuch  as  shortly  before  the  Revolutionary  War  this  neigh¬ 
borhood  wras  settled  with  people  who  believed  in  the  Christian 
religion,  the  Lutherans,  through  Andrew  Morr,  Peter  Straub 
and  Casper  Roush,  the  latter  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionarv  War. 
applied  in  the  year  1770,  and  had  patented  for  the  use  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  year  1774,  42  acres  of  land  one  mile  north 
of  Freeburg,  then  in  Penn’s  Township,  Northumberland  County, 
now  Washington  Township,  Snyder  County.  On  this  ground 
they  erected  a  school  house  in  which  they  held  church  services, 
school  and  lectures.” 

In  the  same  booklet  we  are  told  that  George  Casper  P.oush 
was  one  of  three  men  to  give  a  glebe  of  six  acres  of  ground  to  be 
used  as  a  cemetery.  This  is  known  as  Old  Zion  Cemetery. 

Mention  is  made  of  this  ancestor,  George  Casper  Roush,  in 
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Pennsylvania  Archives,  Scries  3,  Vol.  23,  p.  256,  as  belonging  to 
the  Northumberland  Rangers  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  1778- 
1783;  in  Vol.  19  (ibid),  p.  453,  as  having  been  assessed  a  tax  of 
2  pounds  and  13  shillings  on  100  acres  of  land  and  3  head  of  cattle 
in  the  year  1781. 

In  Vol.  15  (ibid),  p.  273,  it  is  recorded  that  he  signed  the  Oath 
of  Allegiance  April  10,  1746.  Since  by  this  time  a  great  number 
of  Palatines  had  come  into  Pennsylvania,  they  were  asked  to  sub¬ 
scribe  to  the  following: 

“We,  subscribers,  natives  and  late  inhabitants  of  the  Palatinate 
of  the  Rhine  and  places  adjacent,  having  transplanted  ourselves 
and  families  into  this  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  a  colony  subject 
to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  in  hopes  and  expectation  of  finding 
a  retreat  and  peaceable  settlement  therein,  Do  Solemnly  Promise 
and  engage  that  we  deem  ourselves  peaceably  to  all  FI  is  said 
Majesty’s  subjects,  and  strictly  observe  and  conform  to  the  Laws 
of  England  and  of  this  Province.”  (Rupp's  Collection  of  30,000 
Names  of  German,  Swiss  and  Other  Immigrants.  Pp.  48-49.) 

The  first  census  of  the  United  States,  ordered  by  President 
Washington  and  issued  in  1790  contains  the  names  of  George 
Casper  Roush  and  his  son,  John  Jacob  Roush. 

George  Casper  Roush  is  buried  in  Old  Zion’s  Cemetery,  one 
mile  north  of  Freeburg,  near  the  grave  of  his  father,  Cxsper 
Roush. 

From  Egle's  Notes  and  Queries,  Vol.  10,  p.  249,  the  following 
information  was  obtained:

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The  fifth  chiid,  John  Jacob  Roush,  our  ancestor,  apparently 
dropped  the  name  John,  for  all  further  references  to  him  use  the 
name  Jacob  alone. 

In  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Series  3,  Vol.  23,  p.  256,  he  is 
listed  with  his  father,  George  Casper  Roush,  as  a  member  of  the 
Northumberland  Rangers  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  In  the 
Pennsylvania  Archives,  Series  5,  Vol.  2,  p.  352,  also  in  Vol  4,  p.  131, 
Jacob  Roush  is  listed  as  a  private  in  the  Third  Pennsylvania  Regi¬ 
ment  from  June  1,  1777,  to  1781.  The  Rangers  were  organized 
for  short  time  periods  to  guard  the  frontiers  from  attacks  by  the 
Indians  and  were  subject  to  call  by  the  Continental  Army,  hence 
the  listing  of  Jacob  Roush  in  two  places  as  a  Revolutionary  soldier. 

In  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Series  3,  Vol.  19,  p.  453,  Jacob 
Roush's  name  appears  on  the  tax  list  as  having  been  assessed  2 
pounds,  18  shillings,  8  pence  for  100  acres  of  land,  2  horses  and  2 
cows.  (Payments  were  not  made  in  dollars  and  cents  before  1803. 
1  pound  was  then  equivalent  to  S2.65.) 

On  October  1,  1796,  he  added  60  acres  to  his  farm,  according  to 
a  warrant  on  file  in  the  Land  Office  Bureau  of  the  Department  of 
Internal  Affairs,  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 

COPY  OF  WARRANT. 

“The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  ss: 

Whereas,  Jacob  Roush  of  the  County  of  Northumberland  hath 
requested  to  take  up  sixty  acres  of  land  including  an  improvement 
adjoining  his  other  land  and  John  Carman’s  in  Mohontongo 
Township  in  the  County  of  Northumberland  (provided  the  land 
is  not  within  the  last  purchase  made  of  the  Indians),  for  which 
he  agrees  to  pay,  immediately,  into  the  office  of  the  Receiver- 
General,  for  the  use  of  this  state,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  shillings  per 
acre,  in  gold,  silver,  paper  money  of  this  state  or  certificates;  agree¬ 
able  to  an  Act  of  Assembly  passed  the  first  day  of  April,  1784;  and 
to  an  Act,  passed  the  third  day  of  April,  1792,  entitled  “An  act  for 
the  sale  of  vacant  lands  within  this  Commonwealth/’  Interest  to 
commence  from  the  first  of  June,  1792.  These  are  therefore  to 
authorize  ami  require  you  to  survey  or  cause  to  be  surveyed,  unto 
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the  said  Jacob  Roush,  at  the  place  aforesaid,  according  to  the 
method  of  townships  appointed,  the  said  quantity  of  acres,  if  not 
already  surveyed  or  appropriated,  and  to  make  return  thereof  into 
the  Secretary’s  Office,  in  order  for  confirmation;  for  which  this 
shall  be  your  warrant. 

In  Witness  whereof  Thomas  Mifflin,  Governor  of  said  Com¬ 
monwealth,  hath  hereunto  set  his  hand  and  caused  the  less  seal  of 
the  Commonwealth  to  be  affixed,  the  first  day  of  October  in  the 
year  1796. 

To  Daniel  Brodhead,  Esquire 
Surveyor  General" 

In  “The  History  of  Freeburg  Charge,"  p.  5,  Jacob  Roush  is 
mentioned  as  a  member  of  the  Building  Committee  of  the  new 
stone  church  built  in  Freeburg  by  the  Lutheran  and  Reformed 
denominations,  the  cornerstone  of  which  was  laid  on  May  7,  1812. 
The  same  booklet  contains  a  description  of  the  church  and  from 
this  we  quote: 

“The  stone  church  at  Freeburg  had  an  aisle  which  extended 
from  the  east  to  the  west  door,  and  from  the  south  door  to  the 
altar.  On  the  north  side  was  a  wine-glass  shaped  pulpit,  high  up 
on  the  wall,  only  large  enough  for  one  minister.  The  pulpit  was 
ascended  by  winding  stairs.  On  a  platform  below  stood  the  altar. 
The  elderly  women  sat  in  the  south-west  and  south-east  corners  of 
the  church;  the  elderly  men  and  church  officers  in  the  north-east 
corner,  and  the  girls  in  the  north-west  corner.  All  these  were  be¬ 
low.  There  was  a  gallery  on  three  sides.  To  the  south  sat  the  mar¬ 
ried  elderly  gentlemen;  west  the  younger  married  men,  and  on 
the  east,  the  boys  and  single  men.  The  pews  below  were  long,  with 
high,  uncomfortable  backs.  Tallow  candles  on  the  posts  with  tin 
and  wooden  holders  dimly  lighted  the  church.  The  collection 
bag  had  a  bell  attached  to  it  to  remind  the  members  of  the  needs 
of  the  church.  The  war  of  1812  was  in  progress  during  the  time 
of  the  building  of  the  stone  church,  which  delayed  its  comple¬ 
tion  until  1815.  It  was  considered  a  model  church  for  the  times. 
James  Madison  was  President  of  the  United  States  and  Simon 
Snyder  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  during  the  time  of  it  erection."

Michael  Roush  was  named  for  his  uncle,  Michael  Witten¬ 
myer,  the  clock  maker,  who  was  a  brother  of  his  mother. 

On  p.  134,  Orphans’  Court  Records  of  Union  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  is  found  the  record  of  the  settling  of  the  estate  of  Jacob 
Roush  by  the  administrators,  Frederick  Roush  and  George  Ber¬ 
ger,  husband  of  Dena. 

In  St.  Peter's  Burying  Ground  at  Freeburg,  Pennsylvania,  is  the 
grave  of  Jacob  Roush  marked  by  a  tablet  of  reddish  brown  sand¬ 
stone  recording  that  he  was  born  July  22,  1751,  and  died  Decem¬ 
ber  3,  1819. 

Our  special  interest  in  the  Roush  family  now  follow's  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  lives  of  Jacob  Roush’s  son,  Michael  Roush,  and  his 
wife,  Eve  Breon  Roush,  and  their  descendants.

THE  BREON  FAMILY 


There  is  a  tradition  in  the  Breon  family  that  it  was  founded  in 
America  in  pre-Revolutionary  days  by  Jacob  Brion  (pronounced 
as  it  was  spelled  in  later  years,  Breon),  who  came  from  France. 
Authenticity  is  lent  to  this  tradition  by  the  fact  that  in  a  list  of 
French  emigrants  who  rendered  service  to  this  country  in  colo¬ 
nial  days  there  occurs  the  names  of  Jacques  Brion,  who  came  from 
Auvergne,  although  as  yet  positive  proof  has  not  been  found  that 
these  two  Jacob  (Jacques)  Brions  were  identical.  A  copy  of  this 
list  may  be  found  in  the  State  Library  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylva¬ 
nia.  (Senate  Document  No.  77,  58th  Congress,  2nd  Session.) 

The  first  definite  record  of  our  ancestor  Jacob  Brion  was 
found  in  the  Records  of  the  Orphans’  Court,  Berks  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  This  is  dated  March  4,  1765. 

“The  petition  of  Melchoir  Fritz,  who  is  intermarried  with  Anna 
Maria  Kaemp  Brion,  widow  of  Jacob  Brion,  late  of  the  township 
of  Richmond  in  the  County  of  Berks,  carpenter,  deceased, — being 
read  and  setting  forth  that  the  said  Deceased  died  intestate  about 
seven  years  since,  leaving  a  small  estate  in  the  township  aforesaid, 
and  issue,  five  children,  to-wit: 

Anna  Maria,  somewhat  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years, 

Daniel,  now  of  the  age  of  thirteen  or  thereabouts, 

Eva  Margaretha,  of  the  age  of  eleven  or  thereabouts, 

Eva  Catharina,  who  is  deceased  four  years  since, 

John  George,  eight  years  or  thereabouts, 

That  he  is  petitioning  the  Court  for  an  order  to  sell  the  real  estate 
of  the  late  said  Jacob  Brion,  deceased,  for  the  maintenance  and 
education  of  his  said  surviving  children;  and  he  therefore  prays 
the  Court  to  appoint  guardians  of  the  persons  and  estates  of  the 
said  Daniel,  John  George,  and  Eva  Margaretha.’' 

It  is  further  recorded  that  “the  Court  do  appoint  Frederick 
Kramer  of  the  Township  of  Greenwich  in  this  County,  wheel¬ 
wright,  and  Frederick  Hill  of  the  Township  of  Richmond  afore¬ 
said,  yeoman,  guardians  over  the  persons  and  estates  of  said 
Daniel,  John  George,  and  Eva  Margaretha,  minor  children  of  the 
said  Jacob  Brion,  deceased.” 
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The  report  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  Jacob  Brion  (p.  232, 
ibid),  shows  that  the  real  estate  was  sold  for  25  pounds,  19  shill¬ 
ings  and  6  pence.  The  division  was  as  follows:

According  to  this  record,  John  George  Brion  must  have  been 
born  in  1757,  one  year  before  the  death  of  his  father.  He  seems  to 
have  dropped  the  name  John  as  all  further  records  of  him  use  only 
the  name  George. 

The  next  record  we  have  of  George  Brion  has  to  do  with  his 
service  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Col. 
Samuel  Miles’  Rifle  Regiment  on  May  5,  1776.  (See  Pennsylvania 
Archives,  Scries  2,  Vol.  10,  p.  210).  This  must  have  been  for  a  short 
time  service  as  he  is  later  listed  (Pennsylvania  Archives,  Series  5. 
Vol.  2,  p.  432)  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Lewis  Farmer's  Company  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Regiment  of  Riflemen  commanded  by  Col. 
Daniel  Brodhead,  when  this  regiment  was  in  camp  near  King's 
Bridge  in  September,  1776.  In  the  Muster  Roll  of  Pennsylvania 
Volunteers  (State  Library,  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania)  he  is  listed 
as  serving  from  June  1780  to  July  15,  1781,  in  Company  6. 

George  A.  Breon  of  Lena,  Illinois,  a  son  of  Jacob  Breon  and  a 
grandson  of  George  Brion,  the  Revolutionary  soldier,  related  that 
he  had  been  told  by  his  father  that  his  grandfather  had  told  of 
seeing  General  Washington  kneeling  in  prayer  before  the  battle 
of  Valley  Forge.  He  said  that  his  grandfather  played  the  fife 
and  also  was  a  drummer  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  on  one 
occasion  when  it  was  necessary  for  the  soldiers  to  ford  a  river,  he 
saved  himself  from  drowning  by  using  his  drum  as  a  buov. 
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In  the  archives  of  the  State  Library  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania, 
is  an  interesting  document,  a  petition  of  which  George  Brion  was 
one  of  the  signers.  A  copy  of  this  follows: 

A  PETITION 

“To  the  Honourable  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  the  Province  of 
Pennsylvania: 

We,  your  Petitioners,  Soldiers  enlisted  for  the  Province  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  now  returned  from  New  York  Government,  being  Will¬ 
ing  and  Desirous  of  letting  vour  Honours  know  the  reason  of 
our  returning.  Our  Commanders  told  us,  the  Subscribers,  that  if 
we  went  out  of  the  Province  we  should  be  used  well  and  return  in 
six  weeks  from  the  time  we  left  the  Province.  We  were  out  of  the 
Province  upwards  of  Two  Months  and  not  used  according  to 
promise.  We  never  had  half  of  our  provision  given  us  that  was  al¬ 
lowed  to  us  by  the  Honourable  the  Assembly  of  the  Province  of 
Pennsylvania,  nor  never  received  any  pay  for  the  time  we  were 
out  of  the  Province.  We  lost  our  Chief  Commander  on  Long 
Island,  and  not  knowing  who  to  apply  to  for  Redress  when  out  of 
the  Province,  we  returned  to  seek  redress,  and  hope  your  Honours 
will  take  it  into  your  Consideration,  your  Petitioners  did  not  leave 
New  York  for  Cowardice,  but  for  Bad  Usage,  and  we  are  willing 
to  fight  to  Defend  the  Province  where  we  were  enlisted  for. 

Your  Petitioners  Humbly  beg  that  you  would  take  it  into  your 
Consideration 

And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  Pray.” 

(Forty-six  signatures  follow,  among  them  that  of  George 
Brion.) 

After  the  war  was  over,  George  Brion  purchased  100  acres  of 
land  in  Northumberland  County.  In  Deed  Book  of  this  county, 
p.  7,  under  date  of  May  21,  1792,  this  transfer  of  land  from  George 
Basler  to  George  Brion  is  recorded  as  follows:  .  .  .  “Together  also 
with  all  singular  the  ways,  Woods,  Waters,  Watercourses,  build¬ 
ings,  rights,  liberties,  improvements,  Hereditaments  and  Appurt¬ 
enances  whatsoever  belonging  or  in  any  wise  appertaining,  and  the 
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Reversions  and  Remainders,  Rents,  Issues  and  profits  thereof  and 
of  every  part  and  parcel  thereof.”  For  all  this  George  Brion  paid 
“the  sum  of  Forty  pounds,  lawful  money  of  the  State  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.” 

George  Brion  married  Elizabeth  Heixley  and  they  were  the 
parents  of  the  following  children:

George  Brion  (or  Breon  as  it  was  now  spelled)  died  intestate 
and  his  estate  was  settled  by  the  Orphans'  Court  of  Northumber¬ 
land  County.  (See  Docket,  Vol.  5,  pp.  74-75.)  His  wife  Elizabeth 
on  behalf  of  the  seven  children  petitioned  the  Court  to  settle  the 
estate  and  to  appoint  guardians  for  the  four  minor  children,  Mag¬ 
dalene,  or  Mollie,  Henry,  Eve  and  Benjamin.  The  oldest  son, 
George,  purchased  the  farm  of  100  acres  and  divided  the  money 
among  the  members  of  the  family  in  accordance  with  the  order 
of  the  Court. 

George  Brion  s  (Breon)  son,  Jacob  Breon,  and  his  wife,  Maria 
C.,  who  was  born  February  9,  1788,  lived  near  New  Berlin,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  here  were  born  their  children:

In  “The  History  of  Freeburg  Charge,”  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Wampole, 
p.  28,  we  read,  “In  the  year  1857  Mrs.  Eve  Erdlcy  gave  an  acre  of 
land  free  for  a  church  and  grave-yard  and  hitching  place  for  the 
horses.  The  Lutherans  joined  with  the  Reformed  and  they  agreed 
to  build  a  union  church,  of  brick  with  cupola  and  bell,  and  give  it 
the  name  of  “St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  and  Reformed  Church  in 
Middlecreek  Township.”  It  was  also  called  the  Erdley  Church. 
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Among  the  contributors  listed  are  Jacob  Breon  and  his  son  David. 
On  p.  80  (ibid)  is  given  a  list  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  that  com¬ 
munity  and  among  them  is  the  name  of  Jacob  Breon,  son  of  the 
Revolutionary  soldier,  George  Breon. 

Jacob  Breon  died  September  30,  1868,  and  his  wife,  Maria  C. 
died  March  16,  1870.  Both  are  buried  in  the  Erdley  Church-yard, 
six  miles  from  New  Berlin,  Pennsylvania. 

George  Alfred  Breon,  the  fourth  and  youngest  child  of  Jacob 
and  Maria  C.  Breon,  was  born  in  Middlecreek  Township,  Union 
County,  Pennsylvania,  Dec.  6,  1824.  On  June  4,  1848,  he  married 
Magdalena  (Mollie)  Musser,  who  was  born  on  July  6,  1825. 
They  came  to  Louisa,  Stephenson  County,  Illinois,  in  1855  and  to 
Lena,  Illinois,  in  1859.  Here  they  became  charter  members  of 
Amity  English  Lutheran  Church  when  it  was  organized  in  1860. 
For  over  forty  years  George  Alfred  Breon  was  in  the  furniture 
and  musical  merchandise  business  in  Lena  where  he  was  highly 
respected  and  much  loved  for  his  keen  sense  of  humor  and  his  un¬ 
failing  kindliness  of  spirit.  George  Alfred  Breon  died  Aug.  17, 
1912,  and  his  wife  Magdalena  died  Oct.  5,  1908.  Both  are  buried 
in  the  Lena  Cemetery.

Turning  back  to  George  Brion,  the  Revolutionary  soldier,  born 
in  1757,  we  find  that  he  married  Elizabeth  Heinley.  The  earliest 
records  of  the  Heinley  family  found  are  contained  in  “The 
Biographical  Department  of  Berks  County  History”,  p.  33,  a  copy 
of  which  is  in  the  Newberry  Library,  Chicago.  Here  is  recorded 
the  statement  that  Matthias  and  Barbara  Heinlen  (Heinley) 
came  from  Wurtemburg,  Germany,  that  they  sailed  in  the  ship 
Patience,  Hugh  Steele,  master,  (probably  from  Rotterdam,  Hol¬ 
land)  and  landed  in  Philadelphia  on  Sept.  19,  1747. 
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It  is  further  recorded  here  that  Matthias  Heinley’s  passport 
stated  he  was  an  honest  man  and  had  an  honest  and  virtuous  wife 
and  five  children;  to  spiritual  and  civic  authorities  they  were 
obedient  and  polite,  to  the  neighbors  friendly,  honest  and  peace¬ 
able. 

Matthias  and  Barbara  Heinley  lived  in  Macungie  Township, 
Northumberland  County,  now  Lehigh  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
are  buried  in  Dunkel’s  Cemetery  about  three  miles  from  Virgin- 
ville,  Pennsylvania. 

The  will  of  Matthias  Heinley,  dated  March  2,  1773,  named  the 
following  children,  Margaretha,  Johannes,  Magdalena,  Agnes  and 
David. 

David  Heinley,  the  youngest  son  of  Matthias  and  Barbara 
Heinley,  was  born  October  17,  1728.  His  wife,  Sabina,  was  born 
in  1739.  On  July  31,  1774,  he  received  a  patent  for  about  300  acres 
of  land  from  Thomas  and  John  Penn,  sons  of  William  Penn.  In 
the  Historical  Society  Library  at  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  is  a  list 
of  those  who  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  wherein  the  name  of 
David  Heinley  is  found. 

Here  also  was  found  a  copy  of  the  Record  of  the  Orphans'  Court 
of  Berks  Countv,  Pennsvlvania,  1752-1792.  Page  175  contains  the 
following  record: 

“Petition  of  George  Heinley,  eldest  son  and  heir-at-law  of  David 
Heinley,  of  Greenwich,  yeoman,  deceased.  David,  his  father,  died 
lately  intestate,  leaving  a  widow,  Sabina,  and  ten  children,  to  wit, 
the  petitioner  (George),  and  David,  John,  Jacob,  Henry,  Barbara, 
(the  wife  of  John  Estley),  Mary,  Elizabeth  (the  wife  of  George 
Brion),  Mary  Hannah  and  Magdalena.” 

David  Heinley  died  October  3,  1784,  and  his  wife  Sabina  died 
May,  1822.  Both  are  buried  in  Dunkel’s  Church  Cemetery,  near 
Virginsville,  Pennsylvania.  (See  p.  89,  Pennsylvania  German 
Magazine,  Vol.  12,  1911.) 

Elizabeth  Heinley  married  George  Brion,  the  Revolutionary 
soldier,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  Mollie,  George,  Jacob,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  Benjamin,  Henry  and  Eve,  who  married  Michael  Roush. 

The  ancestors  of  Michael  Roush  and  his  wife,  Eve  Breon 
Roush,  so  far  as  known,  are  summarized  on  page  following.

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Michael  Roush,  son  of  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  married  Eve 
Breon,  daughter  of  a  Revolutionary  soldier.  They  went  to  Liver¬ 
pool,  Pennsylvania,  to  live  and  here  Michael  learned  the  gun¬ 
smith’s  trade.  He  also  learned  the  tanner's  trade  from  his  brother 
John  and  later  had  a  tanyard  in  Beavertown,  Union  County,  (later 
Snyder  County).  In  this  town  the  three  eldest  children,  Amelia, 
Cornelius  and  Joseph  were  born.  The  five  younger  children 
Lovina,  Rosetta,  Mary  Elizabeth,  George  and  Samuel,  were  born 
after  the  removal  of  the  family  to  Madisonburg,  Centre  County, 
Pennsylvania.  Here  Michael  followed  his  trades  of  tanner  and 
gunsmith.  One  of  the  rifles  made  by  him  is  now  in  the  possession 
of  a  descendant,  George  Alfred  Breon  IV.  It  is  58  inches  in  length 
and  has  the  initials  M.  R.  engraved  on  the  barrel.  Elaborate  and 
beautiful  decorations  in  silver  and  brass  are  inlaid  in  the  stock 
which  is  of  chestnut  wood. 

The  Minister  of  the  Lutheran  Church  to  which  the  family  be¬ 
longed  ordered  for  twelve  parishioners,  of  whom  Michael  Roush 
was  one,  family  Bibles  at  a  cost  of  $125.00  each.  These  were  huge 
volumes  weighing  seventeen  pounds  each,  bound  in  cowhide 
studded  with  brass  nailheads  and  fastened  with  brass  clasps.  They 
were  printed  in  Nuremburg,  Germany,  in  1765  in  the  German 
language  and  illustrated  with  woodcuts  of  the  Durer  type.  One  of 
the  most  interesting  illustrations  is  of  the  kings  and  princes  reign¬ 
ing  in  the  time  of  Luther  and  the  Reformation.  The  copy  belong¬ 
ing  to  Michael  Roush  is  now  in  the  possession  of  his  granddaugh¬ 
ters,  Jessie  E.  and  Lucy  M.  Roush. 

From  the  Family  Record  in  this  Bible  we  copy  the  page  giving 
the  dates  of  birth  and  baptism  of  the  eight  children  of  our  grand¬ 
parents,  Michael  and  Eve  Breon  Roush. 
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“This  Book  Belongs  To  Me,  Michael  Roush. 

1.  It  is  our  one  dear  daughter  bom  into  the  world  the  14th  of 
April,  1824,  in  Beavertovvn,  Union  County,  and  baptized  in 
Adamsburg  Church  by  Jacob  Schmidt,  Lutheran  minister,  the 
16th  of  May,  1824,  and  we  called  her  Amelia.  This  young  child 
is  our  eldest. 

2.  It  is  a  son  born  into  the  world  in  Beavertown  in  Union  County, 
on  the  12th  of  May,  1826,  and  he  was  baptized  by  Jacob 
Schmidt,  Lutheran  minister,  on  the  10th  of  June,  1826.  We 
called  his  name  Cornelius.  He  is  the  second  eldest  child. 

3.  It  is  a  son  born  into  the  world  the  4th  of  January,  1829,  in 
Beavertown,  Union  County,  and  was  baptized  the  13th  of  July, 
1829,  by  Jacob  Schmidt,  an  evangelist  and  Lutheran  minister, 
and  we  called  his  name  Joseph. 

4.  There  is  a  daughter  born  into  this  world  the  "?9th  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1831,  in  Madisonburg,  Centre  County,  and  baptized  the 
25th  of  December,  1831,  by  T.  J.  Abele,  a  Lutheran  minister. 
We  called  her  name  Lovina. 

5.  Rosetta  Roush  was  born  the  4th  of  January,  1835,  and  was 
baptized  the  18th  of  January,  1835,  by  T.  J.  Abele,  a  Lutheran 
minister. 

6.  Mary  Elizabeth  Roush  was  born  into  this  world  the  28th  of 
January,  1838,  and  was  baptized  the  10th  of  May,  1838,  by  the 
Lutheran  minister,  T.  J.  Abele. 

7.  George  Roush  was  born  the  17th  of  April,  1840,  in  Madison¬ 
burg,  Centre  County,  and  was  baptized  in  May,  1840,  by  Daniel 
Gottwalt. 

8.  Samuel  Benjamin  was  born  the  20th  of  July,  1842  in  Madison¬ 
burg,  Centre  County,  and  was  baptized  by  the  Lutheran  minis¬ 
ter  Ries.” 
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In  1849  Michael  Roush  and  his  wife  Eve,  with  their  children, 
came  to  Illinois  by  covered  wagon  and  the  next  year  purchased  a 
farm  of  160  acres  in  Stephenson  County.  Michael  walked  to  the 
land  office  at  Dixon,  Illinois,  seventy  miles  away,  to  complete  the 
transaction.  The  old  deed,  still  in  the  possession  of  the  family,  is 
printed  on  parchment,  and  identifies  the  land  as  follows: 

“Therefore  there  is  granted  by  the  United  States  unto  Michael 
Roush,  and  to  his  heirs,  the  Northwest  quarter  of  Section  Twenty 
one  in  Township  Twenty-eight  North  of  Range  Six  East,  in  the 
District  of  Lands  subject  to  sale  at  Dixon,  Illinois,  containing  One 
Hundred  and  Sixty  Acres.’' 

After  the  description  of  the  land,  etc.,  we  read,  “Given  under 
my  hand  at  the  City  of  Washington,  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand,  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  and  of  the  Independence  of 
the  United  States,  the  seventy-fifth. 

By  the  President: 

(Signed)  Millard  Fillmore.” 

This  land  is  in  what  is  now  known  as  West  Point  Township, 
Stephenson  County,  about  four  miles  northwest  of  Lena,  Illinois. 

Eve  Breon  Roush  and  her  son  Joseph  were  charter  members 
of  Amity  English  Lutheran  Church  of  Lena,  Ill.,  when  it  was 
organized  in  1860. 
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1.  Amelia,  eldest  child  of  Michael  and  Eve  Breon  Roush,  b.  April 
14,  1824,  m.  Daniel  Grimm,  d.  March  9,  1916.  Their  children 
were  Cyrus,  Aurelia,  Mary  Ann,  Celinda,  John,  Daniel,  and 
Rosetta  Ellen. 

2.  Cornelius,  second  child  of  Michael  and  Eve  Breon  Roush,  b. 
May  12,  1826,  m.  Adelia  Editha  Howard,  daughter  of  Parker 
and  Mary  Boomer  Howard,  November  13,  1853,  at  Lena  Ill. 
For  many  years  Cornelius  Roush  was  in  business,  first  at 
Louisa,  later  at  Lena.  He  took  great  pleasure  in  playing  the 
violin  and  was  widely  known  and  much  loved  for  his  genial, 
happy  disposition.  After  the  death  of  their  daughter,  her  two 
children  Bertha  Adele  and  Herman  Cornelius,  were  adopted 
by  the  grandparents  and  given  their  name.  The  family  were 
attendants  at  Amity  Lutheran  Church  of  Lena.  Cornelius 
Roush  died  May  4,  1887,  and  his  wife  died  November  15,  1902. 
Both  are  buried  at  Lena,  Ill. 

1.  Rosetta  Elizabeth,  elder  child  of  Cornelius  and  Adelia 
Roush,  b.  Jan.  13,  1859,  at  Lena,  Ill.,  m.  Albert  Schadel, 
Jan.  27,  1878,  d.  May  10,  1886. 

1.  Bertha  Adele  Roush,  b.  July  13,  1879,  at  Lena,  Ill.,  m. 
Oct.  3,  1901,  to  Charles  O.  Piper,  b.  Sep.  15,  1875.  She 
graduated  from  Milwaukee  Normal  School  of  Milwau¬ 
kee,  Wis.,  and  taught  kindergarten  at  Racine,  Wis. 
Charles  O.  Piper  was  at  one  time  editor  of  the  Lena 
Star  at  Lena,  Ill.  At  present  he  is  Superintendent  of 
Claims  for  the  Massachusetts  Protective  Association  of 
Worcester,  Mass.  Charles  and  Bertha  Piper  are  members 
of  the  Chestnut  Street  Congregational  Church  of  Wor¬ 
cester,  and  are  interested  in  the  civic  and  social  acti¬ 
vities  of  their  city.  They  have  one  daughter. 

1.  Lois  Elizabeth  Piper,  b.  in  Freeport,  Ill.,  Dec.  28, 
1905.  Graduated  from  Simmons  College,  Boston, 
Mass.,  and  was  secretary  to  members  of  the  faculty 
of  Yale  University,  m.  Aug.  16,  1938,  to  Dr.  George 
Schlesser,  Professor  of  Psychology  at  Colgate  Uni¬ 
versity,  Hamilton,  N.  Y. 
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2.  Herman  Cornelius  Roush,  b.  Jan.  12,  1881,  is  a  mechani¬ 
cal  enginer  and  lives  at  The  Dalles,  Oregon. 

2.  Frederick  Ellsworth  Roush,  son  of  Cornelius  and  Adelia 
Roush,  b.  1870,  at  Lena,  Ill.,  d.  1907.  He  was  a  cornet  player 
of  ability. 

3.  Joseph,  third  child  of  Michael  and  Eve  Breon  Roush,  b.  fan.  4, 
1829,  m.  Mary  Bobb,  d.  June  5,  1917.  Their  children  were 
William,  John,  Sarah,  Elizabeth,  Mae  and  Rose.

George  Bordner  at  Monroe,  Wis.,  Oct.  24,  1850.  fie 
was  born  in  Union  County,  Penn.,  March  19,  1824.  After  their 
marriage  they  lived  on  their  farm  at  Spring  Creek,  now  called 
Afolkey,  Stephenson,  Co.,  Ill.,  until  1866,  when  they  moved 
to  Freeport,  Ill.  Both  were  active  members  of  Trinity  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Church.  George  Bordner  first  engaged  in  the  livery  busi¬ 
ness,  later  in  the  coal  and  wood  business.  He  was  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  firm  of  J.  E.  Rosebrough  &  Co.,  grain  dealers,  at 
Ashton,  Ill.  Lovina  Roush  Bordner  died  April  28,  1908.  George 
Bordner  died  November  13,  1911.  Both  died  in  Freeport  and 
are  buried  at  Afolkey,  Stephenson  Co.,  twelve  miles  northeast 
of  Freeport,  Ill. 

1.  Minerva  Alice,  eldest  child  of  George  and  Lovina  Roush 
Bordner,  b.  Feb.  18,  1853,  at  Afolkey,  Ill.,  m.  William 
Ascher  in  Freeport,  Ill.,  Oct.  31,  1872.  She  was  identified 
with  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Freeport  and  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Elder  William  Brewster  Chapter,  D.A.R.,  of  that  city. 
Her  national  number  in  the  D.A.R.  was  80,655.  William 
Ascher,  born  in  Freeport  March  14,  1851,  was  the  son  of 
Frederick  and  Minnie  Ascher,  who  in  1848  arrived  in 
America  from  Lippe-Detmold,  Germany,  after  a  voyage  of 
seventeen  weeks  in  a  sailing  vessel.  In  Germany  the  name 
was  spelled  Ashe.  William  Ascher  was  a  contractor  and 
builder  and  was  identified  with  many  of  the  early  building 
projects  of  Freeport.  He  was  also  in  the  coal  business.  To  the 
children  of  the  town  he  was  known  as  “Santa  Claus”  Ascher, 
because  at  Christmas  time  he  made  it  a  practise  to  give  bags 
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of  candy,  fruits,  nuts  and  toys  to  the  children.  He  died 
Dec.  14,  1922.  Minerva  Bordner  Ascher  died  April  18,  1927. 
Both  are  buried  in  Oakwood  Cemetery  of  Freeport,  Ill. 

1.  John  Alfred,  first  child  of  William  and  Minerva  Ascher, 
b.  in  Freeport,  Ill.,  July  21,  1874,  m.  in  Carson  City, 
Nevada,  to  Josephine  Kelly,  May  24,  1898.  They  were 
the  parents  of  two  children,  Bordner  Fred  and  Vernon 
William.  Josephine  Kelly  Ascher  was  born  July  23,  1876, 
and  died  in  Oakland,  California,  Jan.  11,  1914.

John 
Alfred  Ascher  graduated  in  medicine  from  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Chicago,  Ill.,  in  1897,  and 
practiced  medicine  at  Sparks,  Nevada.

Ma- 
rinda  Betsy  Smith  was  born  in  Beloit,  Wis.,  Oct.  20, 
1888,  and  is  a  descendant  of  Ephriam  Carpenter,  who 
was  born  in  Woodstock,  Conn.,  July  24,  1735,  and 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  Captain  of  the 
Fourth  Battalion  under  Col.  John  Ely.  He  died  Aug. 
21,  1809.  His  second  wife,  Tabitha  Chaffee,  whom  he 
married  May  14,  1761,  and  who  died  Dec.  19,  1824, 
was  the  ancestor  of  Marinda  Betsy  Smith  Breon.

In  1919  he 
founded  the  firm  of  George  A.  Breon  &  Co.,  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Chemists,  manufacturing  a  full  line  of 
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ethical  pharmaceuticals  selling  to  the  doctor,  the  re¬ 
tail  druggist  and  the  wholesale  druggist.  This  has  be¬ 
come  a  business  of  national  proportions  with  labora¬ 
tories  in  Kansas  Citv,  Mo.,  and  branches  in  various 
large  cities  throughout  the  United  States.

On  October  6,  1938,  on  their  graves  were  placed  bronze  markers 
indicating  that  Michael  and  Eve  Breon  Roush  were  son  and 
daughter,  respectively,  of  soldiers  who  served  in  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War.  These  were  given  by  a  grand-daughter,  Mrs.  Mary  Etta 
Bordner  Coons,  in  memory  of  her  sister,  Mrs.  Minerva  Bordner 
Ascher,  and  dedicated  by  the  Elder  William  Brewster  Chapter. 
D.A.R.,  of  Freeport,  of  which  Mrs.  Ascher  was  a  member.  Mrs. 
Dayton  S.  Barr,  regent  of  the  Chapter,  and  Mrs.  Boyd  P.  Hill, 
vice-regent,  read  the  ritual  of  dedication.  Flags  and  beautiful 
sprays  of  flowers  were  placed  on  the  graves.  The  descendants  of 
Michael  and  Eve  Brf.on  Roush  present  at  the  ceremony  were 
Mrs.  Mary  Etta  Bordner  Coons,  Dr.  John  A.  Ascher,  Miss  Jessie 
Elizabeth  Roush,  Miss  Lucy  Margaret  Roush,  John  S.  Ascher, 
Leonard  Ruston,  and  Mrs.  Florence  Shank  Busjahn.
